AGRICULTURAL EXHIBITION, 


The exhibition of yesterday was a most 
pleasing success, although the late harvest 
and general delay of farming operations no 
doubt kept it far below the standard which 
it otherwise would have attained. The 
weather could not have been more favorable, 
as “—— was clear and warm and there 
was nothing of a threateniug nature for the 
previous week, The number of tors 
was not.as large as it has been although the 
turn out was fair, but the number of entries 
of exhibits was greater than at any of the 
eight previous exhibitions of the Edmonton 
agricultural society. 

The show of horses, particularly of young 
stallions, was very good; showing that die 
attention is being paid to the improvetnent 
of the most valuable clase of farm stock. 
The show of cattle was also very good 
though the exhibits wero not numerous, and 
showed creditable improvement, Sheep and 
pigs did not show up as strongly; which 
would seem to indicate that as much atten- 
tion is not being paid to these classes of 
farm stock as to horses and cattle. There 
wae a fair exhibit of well bred poultry of the 
leading varieties. A Leghorn hen gave proof 
of the egg producing qualities of that variety 
by laying a sample egg while on exhibition. 
There were three coops of excellent turkeys, 
but ducks and gecse were not represented. 

The show of grain was ridiculously small, 
owing to threshing operations having made 
but little progress yet. M. Groat showed ah 
excellent sample of Lad wheac. J. R. 
Brenton showed a sample of Triumph wheat, 
sowed on April 29th and cuton September 
2nd. There were several samples of 
cats exhibited, but no barley. R. Kelly of 
the Sturgeon showed an excellent sample of 
crown peas and D. Ross of Edmonton a fine 
sample of very large . This is a crop 
which has reccived too little attention in the 
past. It would add greatly to the wealth of 
the country if it could be made a success. 

If theshow of grain was small that of 
vegetables was great insize, quality and fair 
in quantity, A drumhead cabbage girted 4 
ft. and a red cabbage 2 ft 9 inches. An 
Aberdeen turnip girthed 8 ft 8 inches and 
weighed 36} Ibs; a white turnip girthed 3 ft 3 
inches and a swede 2 feet 10 inches. A 
white carrot girthed 11 inches and was 1 [t 6 
inches long. Horn carrot girthed 10 inches, 
A white onion girthed 1ft. A white Russian 
radish girted 1 ft 3 inches and was 1 ft 7 
inches long. A black Spanish radish girted 
11 inches and was 1 ft 4 inches long, Blood 
beet girthed 1 ft 9inches. Bell potatoes, a 
new red variety grown by R. Kelly of the 
Sturgeon,girthed 1 ft 4 inches by 1 ft.and Me- 
Lennan potatoes, a new white variety grown 
by M. McLeod of Belmont girthed 1 ft 6} in. 
by 11 inches. These potatoes were perfectly 
smooth. The old reliable early rose was 
very largely and well represented as wellas 
other varities. A plate of ripe tomatoes 
were exhibited but that kind of fruit is not 
Edmonton's strong point, 

There was a good display of preserved 
native fruits and pickles and also of bread 
and butter the quality of which could not be 
excelled anywhere, 

The display of ladies work, painting, ete, 
was good, though not as large perhaps a on 
former occasions. 

There was only one house plant, a magnifi- 
cent white rose exhibited by Mrs. Larue,

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THE ASSEMBLY. 

The session of the Northwest assembly 
which will open onthe 20th inst, will pro- 
bably be more important than any that have 
preceeded it. Jt isa necessary consequence 
of the growth of the Territories that an in- 
creased importance should be attached to 
each succeeding meeting of the local legisla- 
ture, at least equal to the yearly growth of 
the country. The more people there are to 
use the roads the more necessary the careful 
expenditure of public mouey in their improve- 
ment and in other public works; the larger 
the number of schools the more necessary 
that the workings of the school ordinance 
should be closely watched; as villages grow 
into towns and settlements into manicipali- 
ties the municipal ordinance requires more 
and more careful attention; and in every 
respect increased growth means increas- 
ed labor and increased — responsibility 
for the peopie’s representatives. Un- 
fortunately, necessarily increased labor 
and responsibility have not hitherto been 
accompanied by incteased power. On the 
contrary as the necessity for increased power 
on the part of the assembly arose the desire 
to decrease the power already possessed by it 
seems tohave beenfelt by the executive. 
The special importance of the coming session 
lies in the fact that the dispute as to the 
respective powers of the legislative and 
executive branches of the local government 
which arose at last session will have to be 
fought out at this season and a decision 
reached as to whether the territories have 
representative government of not. The 
assembly at its last session asserted the right 
of the representatives of the people to con- 
trol the public funds, They could see but 
little use in passing ordinances if the funds 
which were required to give these ordinances 
effect were not under their control and could 
therefore be granted or witheld according as 
the executive was favorably or unfavorably 
disposed. The lieutenant governor through 
his control of the funds could make their 
most careful legislation inoperative. When 
the importance of the subjeats with which 
the assembly is at least nominally authorized 
to deal is considered—that is civil justice, 
education, municipal matters, local works, 
ete, and when it is considered how intimate: 
ly all these matters concern the people of the 
Territories and how remotely they concern 
any one else, it will be seen how necessary ic 
is that the people through their representa- 
tives should not only have the right to say 
what ought to be done in these matters but 
should havethe funds at command so that 
they might cause it to be done. In 
such a vast region as the Northwest with 
continually changing conditions new legis- 
lation on local subjects will be continually 
required and no doubt the coming session 
will have its share of this kind of work, but 
its main business should be to settle the 
question as to who shall control the public 
funds and upon whose advice the acts of the 
executive shall be based, —

the Northwest assembly do. If these laws or |. 
ordinances are put in force by the lieutenant 
governor acting alone, there is fair room to 
suppose that the execution will be according 
to their expressed intent, But if the 
minority, who perhaps opposed their passage, 
are to be vonsulted in regard to their en- 
forcetient it cannet be expetted that the 
wish ofthe majority will be carried out, 
Government by minority is something new 
in these latter days, and the experience of it 
during the past year in the Northwest does 
not indicate that it is likely to be more satis- 
factory now than ever before. It will be for 
the assembly during its coming session—its 
last before a gencral election—to take such a 
a position on this question as shall make ita 
clear issue when the election occurs:
